STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE — RockKINGHAM,, SS. 


To the Inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head District, a village dis- 
trict in the Town of North Hampton, organized under pro- 
vision of Chapter 196, Session Laws of 1905, qualified to vote 
in District Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the residence of 
William P. Fowler on Atlantic Avenue in said District 
on the first Tuesday of September next (the 7th day of 
the month), at eight o’clock in the evening (8:00 P. M.), 
Daylight Saving Time, for the following purposes: 


1. To elect a moderator, a clerk, three commission- 
ers, a treasurer, and an auditor for the ensuing year. 


2. To hear the reports of the clerk, treasurer, and 
other officers of said District, and to take such action as 
may be desired in regard to same. 


3. To take such action as you may desire in regard 
to allowing the same discount on district taxes as is al- 
lowed by the Town of North Hampton on town taxes. 


4. To take such action as you may desire in regard 
to authorizing the Commissioners to improve the steps 
leading down to Rocky Beach at the south end of Willow 
Avenue and to install a hand rail there; and to appro- 
priate the sum of $100.00 for the same. 


5. To raise and appropriate such sum of money as 
may be needed for the extinguishment of fires, the light- 
ing of streets, the planting and care of shade and orna- 
mental trees, the supply of water for domestic and fire 
purposes, the construction and maintenance of side- 
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walks and main drains or common sewers, the construc- 
tion, maintenance and care of parks or commons, the 
maintenance of activities for recreational promotion, 
the appointing and employing of watchmen and police 
officers, the enacting and enforcing of zoning regula- 
tions, and all other district expenses for the ensuing 
year. 


6. To take such action as you may desire in regard 
to giving the treasurer of the District authority to bor- 
row money in anticipation of taxes. 

7. To transact such other business as may legally 
come before said meeting.

Commissioner’s Report 


1953 - 1954 

During the past year the District has been operated 
on as economical a basis as possible, so that our expenses 
have closely approximated the income available from 
our 1954 tax levy. (See the five-year analysis at the 
end of the Treasurer’s Report.) ~With the additional 
revenue anticipated from the tax on buildings built 
since last April, and by limiting our expenditures to 
essential items, we can keep the District tax to the 
$3.50 rate that has prevailed for the past four years. 

We plan to continue the necessary sidewalk repairs 
this fall, and to improve the steps leading to Rocky 
Beach from the Boulevard, opposite the south end of 
Willow Avenue. Repairs will be made to the railing 
in front of Mr. Higgins’ property, where damage was 
caused by the severe storm last November. 

We contemplate adding a new fire hydrant by the 
Earthrowl houses this fall at a cost of $10.00 a year. 

The District paid $200.00 in 1953, and will pay 
$150.00 in 1954, towards the care of the rock garden at 
the Fish Houses. This is maintained by the Garden 
Club, and is particularly beautiful this summer. 

The mosquito spray, at an annual cost of about 
$500.00, has become an essential factor in keeping this 
community a desirable recreational area. 

The new precinct maps may be obtained by proper- 
ty owners from the Treasurer. 

The annual District meeting will be held this year 
at William P. Fowler’s residence on Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 7, at 8:00 P. M.
